HE paintings by Sir John Lavery, 

an exhibition which opened the 

first of May at the Arts club, 

count among the best that have 
been exhibited in Chicago this season. 
John Lavery has an established repu- 
tation. 
Niagara as to question his genius, 
though genius its a-risky word to use 
in connection with any painter who 
has not been dead two or three hun- 
dred years. 

Contemporaries have a miserable 
way of bobbing up and belittling this 
and begrudging that, and comparing 
the one with the other, and nailing 
you fast to the mast with a single ad- 
jective. There are undoubtedly a score 
of artists you would recognize immedi- 
ately, were their labels -suggested to 
you. This practice is not a fair one, 
but it is human. It does a great dea! of 
harm to the painter who is caught in 
its mesh. At the start, he is handi- 
capped by having a limit put on his 
possible achievements. 

Lavery, however, is lucky in his 
handicap because it groups him with 
the great English portrait painters of 
other days, Romney, Gainsborough, 
and Reynolds.. Lavery is a finished 
technician, a polished craftsman and 
an exquisite in the school of beauty, 
as evidenced in his paintings. He is 
a conservative and paints exactly what 
is before him, his vision inspired by a 
sincere appreciation of the nuances of 
lighting and the values of color. 

When Words Seem Small 

There is a touch of the historical 

drama, that has seemed particularly 


' Sir William Orpen’'s province these last 


few years, in the two rather large 
convases depicting scenes in the house 
of lords. One shows Lord Mordley ad- 
dressing the house. There is a huge 
hall and crowds of men, and the whole 
affair does not strike one as being en- 
tirely the painter’s choice in subject. 

Far different from this in char- 
acter, splendid and assured in every 
detail, is the portrait of Stephen Don- 
oghue, a jockey, that carries the title, 
“The Jotkey'’s Dressing Room at A» 
cot.” Words are paltry coin to pass in 
valuing the merit of such a paintirg. 
It speaks for itself. 

The portrait of another man, the 
Marquess of Londonderry, chancellor 
of Belfast university, is'a second mas- 
terly achievement. Again words are 
wasted in describing It. It, also, speaks 
for itself.

When we turn to the portraits of 
women, Lavery ts found at his most

One might as well try to damn the race, the inspiration of Matisse 


that, quite possibly, was responsible 
for their start. 

Landsee’s Dignity and Impudence” 
is an irresistible comparison of the

Burlin. Or, perhaps more truly de- 
scriptive, the Burlin contribution puts 
one in mind of a-sleek, thin, smart 
alley cat edging in on tip toe past the 
serious, considered footfall of a great 
St. Bernard. 
 Contrariwise, if you remember 
Tweedle-Dee, chancing to be enamored 
of the modernism that is wildest when 


most in earnest, you may easily be’ 


caught by the pagan recklessness of 
Paul Burlin, and like his stuff. 

One thing is certain. If you like 
Burlin, you will find Lavery stupid. 
You will find him conventional. You 
may even find him sentimental. Paul 
Burlin will not trouble you that way. 
No farthest stretch of the imagina- 
tion could bring poetry into vital con- 
tact with the female figures he has 
evolved.

At. the Institute. 


In the print rooms in the Art insti- 
tute, speaking particularly of the larg- 
est of “these rooms, there is installed 
at present a brilliant exhibit of con- 
temporary color prints, many of them 
by: Chicago artists, ahd nearly all of 
them by artists with whose names and 
work we are familiar. In a further 


gallery is an exhibit of old English 


sporting prints, which make a brave 
show. The two rarest prints are the 
‘Snipe Shooting in Winter” and 
“Partridge Shooting.” Perhaps the 
two best are “The Fox Chase” and 
* Dogs Having Lost the Right Scent.” 

But it is the contemporary color 
prints that chiefly engage own atten- 
tion. There are some lovely things in 
this exhibit.
